The Street-Car Men Not Yet Ready

There are more men in tke strike to-dav than 
yesterday, and the movement is growing 
stronger every hour. All the stove moulders 
in the city have stopped work, and there is not 
a single foundry running. Some of the foundry 
proprietors have already expressed a willing- 
ness to meet the demands of their workmen, 
and these will probably commence business 
to-morrow. 

Thereis nothing new concerning the coop- 
ers. Thecigar-makers believe they will soon 
ve at work again at better wages. There wiil 
be a meeting of bosses this afternoon to decide 
on the matter ot signing the new agreement al- 
lowing better wages. Nosteps have yet been 
taken by the conductors and drivers of 
the street-car lines, but there is much talk 
among them, and a strikeis liable to occur at 
any time. 


The Stove Moulders. 

The moulders of 211 the stove foundries in the 
city are nowin the strike. There are about six 
hundred of them inall. The menat Filley’s 
foundry held out till this morning, when they 
all left except seven or eight. About one hun- 
dred and sixty-five men were employed 
there. The stove foundries in the city are 
as follows: The Missouri, Main and 
Plum streets; Bridge, Beach & Co., Levee and 
Almond streets; Buck's Stove Co., Seoond 
and Destrehan streets: Western, Ninth and 
Dock streets; Curtis’, Main and’ Anna streets: 
Evers & Temme, 3000 North Second street,and 
Filley's, Main and Cass avenue. 

The stove moulders work by the piece, and 
by the present echedule of prices they make 
from $1 50 to $2 50 a day, whereas they ftor- 
merly made from $3 50 to $t a day. 
They claim that the saccessive 
reductions have made wages too low torthe 
kind of work.done. They claim that an ad- 


vance ot fifteen percent should be made, and 
that ‘‘board prices’’ should be Festored. That 
is, that the amonnt paid foreaeh picce should 
be posted upin the foundry soall can see it.

Another demand that should be mention is 
thet wages be paidevery week, instead of 
every two weeks as is now the custom with 
FOE foundries. The men claitu 
that as thev have to remember the pieces 
they make, they trequentiy forget some of 
them during a period of two weeks, and that 
they bave nothing to protectthem from being 
owindled by the proprietors.
